Cranny’s estate be administered; and that 
the. defendants should account for, and pay 
to her, the share in that estate to which, she 
said, her late husband would have been 
entitled, — 

In an affidavit, Mrs. Grace Plunkett said 
that her Jate husband died without, issue, 
and his assets consisted entirely of an in- 
terest in the estate of Dr. J. J. Cranny. 
By a will made in June, 1900, Dr. Cranny 
bequeathed all his household furniture and 
effects and an annuity of £100 a year to his 
widow, Marie Cranny, and also gave her for 
life the houses 15 and 15 Marlborough road, 
Dublin. - He bequeathed his houses, 26 and 
28 Elgin road, Dublin, to his godchild, Moya 
Plunkett, on her attaining the e of 21 
years. All his other houses (32, 34, 56, 38 
and 40 Elgin road, Dublin), were bequeathed 
to his trustees, with a direction to collect 
the profits from them for ten years, pay his 
debts, and then divide the accumulated 
balance equally between the seven children 
of his sister, Josephine Mary Plunkett. One 
of those children was the plaintiff’s late 
husband, and the defendants were the trus- 
tees and executors of the will of Dr. Cranny. 

Mr. V. Rice, K.C., and Mr. T. G. Burke 
(instructed by Messrs. J. J. O'Meara and 
Co.) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr, M. 

. Ryan, K.C., and The O’Rahilly (in- 
tied by Mr. ‘M) Noyk) for the defen- 
dants.

Mr. Ryan applied forsan adjournment, so 
that the defendants could put in a reply to 
the affidavit made by plaintiff. He said 
that Dr. Cramny, whose estate it was sought 
to have administered by the Court, died as 
far -back as 1904, and the plaintiff was the 
‘widow of Joseph Plunkett, who was executed 
in 1916. The estate of Dr. Cranny was 
heavily mortgaged at the time of Dr. 
- Cranny’s death, which was the reason the 
testator instructed his executors and trustees 
to collect the rents and profits for ten years 
and pay his debts, after which the property 
was to be handed ove" to the children of 
Countess Plunkett.‘ The plaintiff here was 
suing as administratrix intestate of the late 
Joseph Plunkett, one of those children, but 
she did not take out a grant of administration 
until 2nd November, 1934. That is, she did 
nothing for 18} years after the death of her 
husband. Further, Dr. Cranny’s estate had 
to bear an annuity of £100, later increased to 
£150, in favour of Mrs. Cranny, who did not 
die until 1930. Count and Countess Plunkett 
were ready and willing to furnish an account, 
but the plaintiff represented less than a 
seventh of the estate, and, within a month 
after taking out administration, issued this 
summons, 

Mr. Rice said that the reason the summons 
was issued was because the plaintiff had been 
unsuccessfully trying for years to get an 
account. | 

Mr. Ryan replied that the plaintiff was: not 
entitled to any account,, and had no 
locus stand: until she had taken out adminis- 
tration. 


ADJOURNMENT OPPOSED 


Ma, Rice said that the plaintiff could get no 
satisfaction from the defendants, in spite of 
repeated applications, and could not get any 
settlement by amiable means. Having re- 
ferred to cerrespondence which had taken 
place between the solicitors, counsel said that 
the policy of the defendants apparently had 
been to put the plaintiff “ on the long finger ” 
and to give evasive answers to her requests 
for an account. The defendants had already 
got a fortnight’s adjournment and now 
wanted another, which, in his opinion, was 
merely for the purpose of delay. It was quite 
apparent no accounts would be given without 
an order of the Court, and he strongly opposed 
any further adjournment. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that it would be 
rather harsh on his part to refuse an adjourn- 
ment, particularly as the defendants could 
not enter into any negotiations with the 
plaintiff until the latter took out administra- 
tion of her late husband’s estate only two 
months ago. In the interests of good feeling 
between parties related in the way they all 
knew, he thought there should be an adjourn- 
ment, during which every effort could be made 
to arrive at a settlement. 

Mr. Rice said that the defendants had, in 
fact, made an insufficient offer before adminis- 
tration was taken out: 


Mr. Ryan replied that 30 years’ accounts 


had to be taken, and, although the defendants 


were most anxious to make a settlement, the 


matter was too complicated to be rushed. 


Mr. Rice said that everyone in the case 


would wish to see it arranged. 
The case was adjourned for a fortnight.

When he got 
matried in 1905 to Julia Sullivan, of Bantry, 
a settlement was executed by which the farm 
and stock were settled on him and his wife 
for their joint lives, and, after the death of 
either, in trust for the survivor absolutely. 
He died on 2nd March, 1934, having pre- 
viously made a will. This document was 
not dated, except for the year (1928), but 
it was believed that it was executed in 
August, 1928. It read: “I leave all the 
monies which I have in bank in my own 
name and the náme oí Canon O'Leary, P.P., 
Dunmanway, and in my own name with the 
name of the parish priest of Dunmanway 
for the time being,” in equal shares to a 
number of nephews and nieces in Ireland and 
America, who were enumerated.

The money was the 
vital thing and not the qualifications regard- 
ing the manner in which it was deposited. 
The parish priests for some reason or other 
might have declined to act as trustees, but 
that should not be held to defeat the inten- 
tions of the testator in respect of it. Pro- 
vision had been made for the widow by the 
marti settlement. | 

Mr. Monks argued that the will did not 
dispose of the £1,140 standing in the sole 
name of the late Denis Donovan in the bank, 
and that it was divisible as on an intestacy. 

Mr. Justice Johnston held that the essence 


of the bequest was the money in the bank. 


The fact that at the time the will was made 
the money in the bank was in the joint 
names of the late Denis Donovan and Canon 
O’Leary could not be held to affect the 
matter, as Canon O’Leary was simply a 
trustee, and the testator apparently changed 
the money irom one bank to another without 
consulting him. The plain intention of the 
testator was that. the £1,140 in the bank 
should be divided into equal shares between 
the nephews and nieces named, and it would 
be so construed. No order for administra- 
tion would be necessary in the circumstances. 
Judgment was entered accordingly.

NEW PLAY AT THE ABBEY 


‘ NOTHING IN HIS LIFE” 


Melodrama seems to be in the air at the 


moment; at all events the Abbey follows the 
Gate this week in ‘another somewhat 
ingenuous treatment of Irish history. 


““ Nothing in His Life,’’ a play written by 
Touis J. Walsh and presented by Mr. Frank 
Crawshaw’s Company, has a number of good 
moments, but its author has been handi- 
capped not only by the fact that his plot 
and characters are weak, but that he allows 
them to be pushed into the background by 
incidentals. It is a little hard to believe in 
Dr. Armour, who, having been slighted in 
love, announees his intention to revenge hiim- 
self on his rival, and, if necessary, to ‘ gloat 
cver his death agony.” Still, if more atten. 
tion had been devoted to Dr. Armour's 
villainous plan.” “ Nothing in His Life ” would 
have been better as a play. As it is, the 
“ Black and Tan’’ period has seduced Mr. 
Walsh—he is led away by it to neglect his 
piot and to give us a series of long and quite 
irrelevant discussions on Ireland’s rights and 
England's wrongs. 

The best parts of the plav are the comic 
parts, and Mick, the tinsmith of unexpected 
learning and “' mellifluous phraseology,” is 
quite good fun, cven if he does overdo his 
quotations from the poets. This character 
was well plaved by Fred Johnson, while 
Desmond Crean also was amusing in the part 
of Dan McGlynn. Frank Crawshaw could 
hardly be blamed for not appearing at ease 
as Dr. Armour, but he made the most of the 
part, and the other members of the cast 
included Ann Clery, Shelah Richards, Geoffrey 
Davids and Cvril Cusack. 


LOAD LINE RULES 


As a signatory to the international con- 
ventions relating to merchant shipping, the 
Irish Free State has just issued Load Line 
Rules, 1935, in the form of a Stationery Office 
publication. 

The rules have been made by the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce under the Mer- 
chant Shipping (Safety and Load Line Con- 
ventions) Act, 1933. They deal with the 
carrying out of surveys of merchant shipping 
by authorised officials, the correct load line 
markings, freeboards for steamers and sail- 
ing vessels, and general regulations for ensur 
ing the safety of these ships. 


The British and French Governments have 
communicated to the League of Nations that 
they agree to accept the Gran Chaco Com- 
mittee’s proposal of January 16th, raising the 
prohibition of export of arms to Bélivia.

The essayist said that owing to greater 
comfort, economy and speed, the Diesei train 
would rapidly displace the steam locomotive. 
In conclusion, Mr. Gracie showed that the 
electrical method of transmission was more 
suitable than the mechanical for trains of 
this type.

Sec.), in proposing a vote of thanks, dis- 
agreed with Mr. Gracis, and said that Diese! 
trains could not compete with steam trains 
in these islands, at any rate; but Diesel 
engined railcars used on short trips were 
fairly satisfactory.

NEW PLAY AT THE ABBEY 


“ NOTHING IN HIS LIFE” 


Melodrama seems to be in the air at the 
mument; at all events the Abbey follows the 
Gate this week in another somewhat 
ingenuous treatment of Irish history. 
‘ Nothing. in His Life,’’ a play written by 
Louis J. Walsh and presented by Mr. Frank 
Crawshaw’s Company, has a number of good 
moments, but its author has been handi- 
capped not. only by the fact that his plot 
and characters are weak, but that he allows 
them to be pushed into the background by 
incidentals. It is a little hard to believe in 
Dr. Armour, who, having been slighted in 
love, announees his intention to revenge him- 
self on his rival, and, if necessary, to ‘ gloat 
cover his death-agony.”’ Still, if more atten. 
tion had been devoted to Dr. Armour's 
villainous plan,” “ Nothing in His Life ” would 
have been better as a play. As it is, the 
‘Black and Tan ” period has seduced Mr. 
Walsh—he is led away by it to neglect his 
plot and to give us a series of long and quite 
irrelevant discussions on Ireland's rights and 
England's wrongs. 

The best parts of the play are the comic 
parts, and Mick, the tinsmith of unexpected 
jearning and ‘‘ mellifluous phraseology,’’ is 
quite good fun, c¥en if he does overdo his 
quotations from ‘the poets. This character 
was well played by Fred Johnson, while 
Desmond Crean also was amusing in the part 
of Dan McGlynn. Frank Crawshaw could 
hardly be blamed for not appearing at ease 
as Dr. Armour, but he made the most of the 
part, and the other members of the cast 
included Ann Clery, Shelah Richards, Geoffrey 
Davids and Cvril Cusack. 


LOAD LINE RULES 


As a signatory to the international con- 
ventions relating to merchant shipping, the 
Irish Free State has just issued Load Line 
Rules. 1935, in the form of a Stationery Office 
publication. 

The rules have been made by the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce under the Mer- 
chant Shipping (Safety and Load Line Con- 
ventions) Act, 1933. They deal with the 
carrying out of surveys of merchant shipping 
by authorised officials, the correct load line 
markings, freeboards for steamers and sail- 
ing vessels, and general regulations for ensur 
ing the safety of these ships. 


The British and French Governments have 
commuhicated to the League of Nations that 
they agree to accept the Gran Chaco Com- 
mittee’s proposal of January 16th, raising the 
prohibition of export of arms to Bélivia.

Particulars of the im- 
pending legislation indicated that the policy 
of the present Government of nation#l control 
in industry would be maintained in the insur- 
ance industry as in the control of manu- 
facturers and im other instances. If that 
principle was maintained there was no reason 
why they should not welcome the legislation. 
They were prepared to accept any safeguards 
the Government might think necessary to 
introduce for the protection of the insuring 
public. 

The toast of “ Our Guests ” was proposed 
by Mr. G. J. Nesbitt antl responded to by 
Mr. J. McAuley and Mr. E. Proud. 

‘ Dr. Ryan, Minister’ for Agriculture, said 
that the company was an example of self.

The 
inquiry was fixed for December 22, and the 
Lisburn Co., saying that they had not time 
to consider the matter fully, got an order 
from the King’s Bench for the holding of the 
inquiry on December 27.

1, 1935, the Lisburn Company came in and 
moved to upset the vesting order. The vesting 
order was quashed by the King’s Bench, and 
costs wére awarded against the Board to Mr. 

Mr. Merrick 
was then acting for the Lisburn Electric 
Supply Co., Ltd. 

conditional order made with regard to 
the notice of acquisition became absolute in 
default of cause shown, and there was no 
continuance of the proceedings in Court with 
regard to the notice of acquisition. 

After that litigation the board and the 
Lisburn company came to an agreement for 
the transfer of the undertaking to the board.

Painters’ Society. The Society's 
membership at one time was limited to 
twelve. Not so long ago this number was 
raised to exghteen. Only three of this number 
are men, but two male exhibitcrs are among 
those who have contributed to the Society's 
1935 exhibition, now being held at the 
Gallery, 7 St. Stephen's Green. Charles 
Lamb, A.R.H.A., and W. E. Horsburgh- 
Porter have some typical canvases on the 
walls. The rest of the space is occupied by 
the works of fourteen women. 

It is the first time that there has been a 
women artists’ exhibition, as this show 
virtually may be taken to be. One would 
have welcomed it all the more as a women’s 
show had some other of our female artists’ 
works being presen to make it an adequate 
demonstration of what Irish women painters 
can do, As it is, however, there is no guain- 
saying tlat the merit-level of the Society is 
as well maintained in the present éxhibition 
as it has been at any time duving the past 
ten years. 


NOTABLE. WORKS 


A halt in the very doorway is compelled 
by three pictures--Nos, 1, ó and 43. No. 3 
is a delightful work by Letitia M. Hamilton, 
A.R.H.A.—' The Achill Woman.” The 
artist has described a peasant woman huddled 
in her dark shawl and seated on an ass trot- 
ting over a typical flat grey waste. A sense 
of animation and movement is conveyed, 
gh Ti concentration of the main objects 
of the scene. Immediately above this almost 
colourless picture is No, 423, Joan Jameson's 
‘*Mougins, France,” in which the rhythmical 
ascendance of colour with compénsating 
shadow tones is painted to make a rich 
harmony of red, 

Maime H. Jellett has painted No. 1, 
“Vision,” This canvas is in contrast with 
the artist’s usual cubist style. Miss jeilett 
also shows some cubist, designs, but No. 1 
is & subject picture in which some factory 
hands, labourers and their wives seem equally 
interested in the Vision. The most engaging 
of the group is the figure at the foot of the 
cross, but it should be pointed out that, 
historically speaking, Magdalene was not 
socially of that class. 

“The Shop,’’ by Grace Henry (No. 5), is 
capital work. The colourful bundle of a 
woman who fills so much space is effectively 
measured to the story. Another canvas which 
may claim “honours is Lilian Davidson’s 
‘Arrivals ab the Fair,” ‘No. 13. The man 
climbing from the cart is a piece of excellent 


wing. 

Nora Hamilton has two good water colours, 
No, 32 .and No. 237. The first, ‘‘ Sea Piece,’’ 
well describes dark and surging water, while 
the second picture, “ Feeding Time,” showing 
young-ducks at a meal, is full of life. Lady 
Glenavy. R.H.A., is represented hy three of 
her quaint fables,. so individualistic in their 
style. Of Eva H. Hamilton a three pictures, 
“On the top of. the mountain” (No. 10) 
perhaps will be accounted as best for its 
intoned charm of background contrasting 
with the wealth of green. Moyra Barry, 
Brigid O’Brien, Harriet Kirkwood, Stella 
Frost, and Nano Reid show, each of them,

A TALK’ ON WIRE 
ROPES

CIVIL ENGINEERS IN IRELAND 


Dr. M. A. Hogan, of the Safety in Mines 
Research Board, at a ‘meeting of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers in Ireland, held 
in the Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, last 
night, read a paper on “ Wire Ropes for 
Engineering Purposes," in the course of which 
he stated that the Wire rope, which plays 
& very important part a > rn ' 
was invented just over £00 years agó | 
Hartz mining’ district in Germany. Up to 
that tithe “wrought iron chains had been used 
for raising the ore. to the surface, but when 
thie depth below the surface became greater 
than 1,000 feet, the chains were no longer 
satisfactory, and W, A. J. Albert decided tu 
make a rope of small iron wires twisted 
together. ‘The new rope was first used at 
Clausthal in 1834, and the results obtained 
were so good 
rapidly extended. 

Having described the manufacture of a 
modern wire rope, Dr. Hogan dealt with 
researches which have been carried out in 
Englaud, Germany, and the United States on 
the endurance of wire ropes beut over pulleys. 
At one time there was a disposition to regard 
many failures of wire ropes as mysterious 
occurrences, and to attribute the failure to 
faulty, usually brittle, wire. However, it has 
been established from examination of samples 
from a large number of broken ropes that 
the failures were capable of simple explana- 
tion, The condition of the ropes prior to 
failure may have gone undetected, or the 
deterioration may have been inside the rope, 
and thus invisible; but in all cases the 
breakage was the result of working con- 
ditions. 

After discussion, a vote of thanks was given 
to Dr. Hogan, on the motion of Mr. J. 
Mallagh, seconded by Professor J. Taylor.

| LEARN this evening that arrangements virtually have been 
completed whereby the Free State duties on British coal and 
the British duties on Irish cattle will be removed as from March Ist.

HE Criminal Law Amendment Bill 
will be the chief item for discussion 
when the Free State Senate meets 
to-morrow. The bill is on the order paper 
for report stage, and there are no fewer 
than 21 Government amendmen's to be 
considered. Briefly stated, these amend- 
ments are intended to reverse virtually 
every change made in the bill by the 
Senate Special Committee, to which it was 
referred, and whose report was published 
recently. The Government apparently has 
decided that the bill shall pass in the 
form in which it left the Dail. 

The outstanding proposals of the com- 
mittee included the raising to eighteen of 
the age of consent, which in the original 
bill was seventeen; the making of males, 
as well as females, liable to punishment 
for solicitation in a public place, and the 
entire removal of Section 17, which pro- 
hibited the importation and the sale of 
contraceptives. With regard to the latter 
subject, Senator Farren will propose the 
reinstatement of the section in its original 
form. An amendment, in the name of 
Senator P. Lynch, K.C., is in similar 
terms, except that it proposes also to ban 
the ‘distribution ” of contraceptives. 
Senator Colonel Moore has given notice 
of the same amendment, with the 
addition, ‘‘except of such as are to be 
used for the purpose of the prevention 
of disease.”’ 

Senator Colonel Moore will propose to 
add a new sub-section to Section 2, which 
deals with the defilement of a girl between 
fifteen and eighteen years of age, and is 
in the following terms :— 

“ Every girl under the age of eighteen 
vears shall wear a distinctive costume or 
armilet.’’

POVERTY AMIDST 
PLENTY, 


ADDRESS AT DUBLIN 
ROTARY CLUB 
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R. H. G. TURNER, F.R.LB.A., 
M M.I.C.E., of the Rotary Club, Hay- 
ward’s Heath, Sussex, spoke at the 
meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club yesterday 
in the Metropole Restaurant on the problem 
of exchange and purchasing power. 

Mr. E. Keith Eason (president) was in the 
chair. 

Mr. Turner said that the last fifty years 
had geen the greatest changes that the world 
has ever known. The greatest of these is the 
change from poverty to plenty, bringing in 
its train the great problem—that of purchas- 
ing power, Fifty years ago, said Mr. Turner, 
nearly every country in the world was liable 
to famine. To-day the prairie provinces of 
Canada and America were producing 
thousands of continuous miles of golden, 
billowing grain, and in the autumn comes the 
reaper and binder, doing in a few minutes the 
work that would take many men hours to 
complete. In these countries, as well as in 
South America and Australia, animals for 
food were raised by the million, and re- 
frigerator ships made it possible to feed the 
world with all the meat required. The pro- 
duction of fruit in British Columbia, Cali- 
fornia, South Africa and all parts of the world 
is gigantic. The manufactures of the world 
are adequate to supply not only necessities, 
but luxuries. The world can produce adequate 
food, clothing, shelter and luxuries for the 
whole of its population. In Brazil coffee has 
been burned in the engines of the railways, 
and the Government has prohibited the plant- 
ing of any additional coffee plants for three 
years, while in South-Western Europe coffee 
substitute, without nutritive value, is being 
drunk by the population. 


ANIMALS DESTROYED 


In Denmark 250,000 cattle and in Holland 
100,000 piglets have been destroyed because 
Germany is not able to purchase the meat of 
which her population is so short. Similar 
cestruction is happening in other countries. 

“ We live in a world of plenty,” said Mr. 
Turner. “ We restrict production ; we destroy 
the bounty of the earth, while cold, poverty 
and starvation are the common experiences of 
many peoples. What are the causes of these 
unholy conditions?’ Some say it is over- 
production, but what is over-production 
except that we produce more than we can 
sell? So long as any reoples do not enjoy 
that modest standard of comfort which all 
those assembled here enjoy as a matter of 
course, how can it be said that there is 
over-production? Some people say that it 
is machinery that has caused unemployment 
and lack of purchasing power. No; 
machinefy is constantly making work and 
giving greater powers of production and dis- 
tribution and greater purchasing power. 
Falling export trade and falling emigration 
easily provide the major causes of our millions 
of unemployed, and both causes are due to 
lack of purchasing power.”’ 


COINAGE AND CREDIT 


Having touched on coinage, banking, the 
inflation and deflation of credit, and the 
fluctuation of trade since 1862, Mr. Turner 
went on to say that all that the producer 
spends in wages, services, rent, interest, raw 
materials and transport is, in fact, the distri- 
bution of the purchasing power he has bor- 
rowed to the people who are the potential 
urchasers of the goods he is producing. 
he purchasing power of the country was 
vastly increased by the banking credit system. 

In conclusion, Mr. Turner said that the 
object of his talk that day was to challenge 
the thought of his hearers, and not to add 
to the confusion by propounding a detailed 
scheme for the increase of purchasing power. 

On the motion of Mr. R. Morgan, seconded 
by Mr. James Webb, both of whom expressed 
keen appreciation of the address, the meeting 
warmly thanked Mr. Turner,

The conductor 
brought out well the ingenuity of form and 
the rich and varied instrumentation which 
are so characteristic of Weber’s overtures. 
The whole atmosphere of the Piano Concerte 
in D minor of Bach was pleasing and effec- 
tive. The strings here were used to provide 
a splendid background and support for the 
soloist, who for the occasion was Mr. Claud 
Biggs, who is doing such excellent work in 
the pianoforte school at the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music. If nothing clse, this 
served to remind his audience that Mr. Biggs 
is himself no mean virtuoso. His reading of 
the Ea was admirable for its clarity and 
simplicity, achieved without any obvious 
striving after effect. The allegro movements 
were taken at a sparkling pace, which were 
in lovely contrast to the quiet, contemplative 
mood of the central adagio movement. 

Mr. Brown also gave his hearers a delight- 
ful reading of the Mozart Symphony No. 40 
in G minor. Here again the allegro move 
ments had an infectious rhythm—though the 
opening was over-vigocous. There was real 
beauty in the treatmen* of the andanie, pare 
ticularly in the swaying movement in the 
strings. There were delightful passages, too, 
in the woodwind.

KEEPING WITHIN REDUCED 
ESTIMATE 


A Governm¢nt demand for economy in the 
administration’ of relief was discussed when 
Balrothery Board of Assistance met yesterday 
at the Dublin County Council Offices, Parnell 
square. 

A letter was read from the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health.

Should the expenditure 
under this heading exceed the estimate the 
Minister “‘ would find difficulty in agreeing to 
an overdraft to meet the deficit.” 

The estimate for home assistance for the 
year ended March Sist, 1934, was £10,619, 
and the actual expenditure for the year 
£15,296. 

The Board accordingly directed that copies 
of the Minister’s letter should be sent to each 
member, to the relieving officers and the 
medical officers of the district,

We next found in the Mill Gorse 
and ran to Tomsallagh. hack to the Mill and 
awav again through Tinnacross, then right 
handed through Oulartard and the Red Boz.

ground at Nolan's Gorse.

Tt wes a cold and blustery 
day, with very poor scent.

Although there was a record crowd of 
9,000 people at the Mountain Ash Pavilion 
last night hardly ae dissentient voice was 
raised when Mr, Jack Smith, of Manchester, 
awarded Eddie Phillips, of London, the light- 
heayy-weight championship of Great Britain.

As Neusel leapt in with a furious two- 
handed attack and .Petersen covered up, 
staggering under the smashing blows of his 
antagonist. with the crowd yelling and stamp- 
ing in their frenzy, Mr. Petersen, sen., seized 
a towel and hurled it into the ring. Mr. C 
B. Thomas, the Welsh referee, immediately 
stepped between the men and ordered each 
to his corner. 

That was the end of a magnificent ficht 
between two heavy-weights, a fight that kept 
everybody on the tip-toe of excitement from 
start to finish. 

Thirteen thousand people had paid for ad- 
mission, and they had their full moneys- 
worth. 

From the beginning the pair went at it 
hammer and tongs. The German took a lot 
of punishment in the earlier rounds when

Petersen, quick to 
seize an Opportunity, rammed in punch after 
punch to weaken Neusel, who fell against the 
ropes. Neusel came back with a couple of 
straight lefts, but, boxing with little or no 
defence, he was caught again by Petersen's 
right Land.

Petersen stood up well, and his straight left 
soon found a mark, He still allowed Neuse!

to part the men in clinches, and neither man 
for the first minnte of the round scored with 
a really heavy punch. “Come on, break,”’ 
cried the referee, and when the men did get 
away’ Neusel scored with a right to the body.

Petersen, with his straight left, bore in to 
score heavily to the face: ‘Neusel, slow on 
his feet, was caught by right-hand punches 
as he came out of a clinch. The German got 
in with a swinging left and nearly con- 
nected to the chin with a fierce left hook. 
They stood at close quarters, giving and 
taking hefty punches, Petersen, who 
appeared the stronger, mistimed many of his 
blows, and the German was able to stand his 


ground. Petersen landed full on the jaw 
with a right, but he could not put his tough 
opponent to the boards. Every time the 
German took a punch*® he fought back. 
Although he was crude im his methods, 
Neusel was having a fair share of the fight 


ROUND EIGHT. 

Petersen shot out his long left, and showed 
clever footwork when Neusel began an attack- 
ing movement. Petersen ducked away from 
a vicious-looking right hook, and countered 
beautifully when the German went in with 
two hands for the body. Three punches fell 
on Petersen’s face before the champion 
steadied his man with a right to the body. 
There was a good deal of clinching, but 
when they broke away Neusel roused the 
crowd with a right hook to the jaw. Petersen 
had to jum ná of Neusel’s two-handed 
fighting, a he almost slipped against the 
topes when Neusel scored with a powerful 
right. Just before the bell, Petersen landed 
with a perfect left to the chin. 

ROUND NINE. 

A clinch, and then the pair were fighting 
at top speed. Petersen scored with a right 
which fell just under the German’s heart, 
and Neusel got in with smashing punches to 
the face. Both showed signs of the gruelling 
fight, but were still very strong and ex- 
changed blows freely. Petersen dashed in to 
score with a right.

The referee pushed Neusel away when in 
a clinch, and in another bout of in-fighting 
Neusel was shaken by a terrific right. 
Petersen drove in two smashing rights to the 
head, but the German landed with a heavy 
right which shook Petersen just before the 
bell sounded, 

ROUND TEN. 

They were quickly at grips, and Neusel 
went in with a swinging left to the jaw. A 
clinch, and the German shook Petersen's 
head with three short rights. On the brenk- 
away Petersen ran into a short right. 
“ Break,” called the referee, who had to 
walk between the men to part them, Peter- 
sen’s left eye was badly cut by a swinging 
right, and Neusel went for him, fighting 
viciously with both hands. 

Petérsen, despite his handicap, fought back 
with straight lefts, and he rushed Neusel 
with a right to the jaw. A short mght to 
the jaw sent Petersen down for a moment, 
and when he got to his feet he had to take 
some more heavy punches. Petersen fell into 
a clinch and could do little, save to cover up 
against some terrific punching. Petersen’s 
right eye was bleeding profusely. Neusel 
attacked again and drove in heavy punches 
to the champion’s face.

HEFTY PUNCHING IN 
NOVICES’ CONTESTS

The novice, cruiser and heavy weight com- 
petitions staged by the 1.A.B.A. drew a big 
crowd to Portobello Barracks, and proved a 
distinct success in every way, the cruiser- 
weight, in particular, proving most Interest- 
ing.
